In the first full paragraph on page 3 of the above- identified 
Office Action, the Examiner has required applicant to elect a 
single one of the Species 1 through 7 listed on page 2 of the 
above- identified office Action for examination on the merits 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121. 
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Applicant herewith elects the Species 6. Claims 12, 13, and 
16-19 are readable on the elected Species ,

12, 13, and 16-19 is requested.
